Church of S. Paul is recorded and to bee ſcene in 
the Towerof London. 

In the yecre 1087. this Church was burnt with 
fire, and therewith the moſt part of the Citie: 
wherevpon Mawricizs then Biſhop,began the foun- 
dation of a new Church : a worke that men 
thought would neuer haue been finiſhed, it wasto 
them ſo wonderfull for length and bredth, and alſo 
the ſame was builded vpon arched vaults of ſtone 
for defence againſt fire, which was a matiner of 
worke till then vnknowne ro the people of this 
nation ; brought in by the French , and theſtone 
from Cane in Normandie. 

This Munricius deceaſed in the yeere 1107. Ri- 
chard Beanfab$4 (not Beamor as Stow ſaith) ſuccee- 
ding him in the Biſhopricke, who did wonderfully 
increaſe the ſaid Church, purchaſing art his owne 
coſt all the ſtreetes andlanes abour it (wherein be- 
fore did dwell many Tay people ) forreligious men 
ro dwell in,and'forthcrbenefir &c.

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yeere 1310» Anno 1444«the ſteeple was the ſe- 
cond time ficed by lightning , and by greatlabour 
the ſame was in ſhorttime, to appearance, quen- 
ched with vineger: but within a tewhoures the fire 
burſt forth againe and did much hurt tothe timber 
and leaden worke: but in the yeere 1462, it was re- 
paired and amended. 

Anno 15641. this ſteeple was againe ſet on fire by 
lightning from heauen, and it burned with|ſuch ve- 
hemencie, that within a ſhort ſpace all the ſpire of 
the ſteeple y with all the roofes of the Church both 
leaden-worke and timber-worke were conſumed, 
to the great ſorrow and perpetuall remembrance 
of the beholders (divers whereof are yer living.) 
Afﬀeer this great misfortune , Queene Elizabeth of 
bleſſed memory diretedletters to the Lord Major 
for the ſpeedy repayring of the ſame, and She of 
her owne gratious diſpolition and bounty,did giue 
preſently in gold 1000. matkes, and awarrant for a 
1000.loads of timber to be taken out of her woods, 
to further the reparation thereof, Fe.
